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Last One Cost $5,000,000 but Roosevelt and 
'Cortelyou Expect to Do This for $1,500,600 


—Leaders Call the President’a Boss,

CHICAGO, June 18.—The Republican na- 
tidnal convention which will meet for the 
first time next Tuesday, will be a convén- 
tion with a grouch. There will be some 
gmanufactured enthusiasm, but no real ex- 

jon as to the regard in which Roose- 
Yelt is heki. If there were it would prob- 
ly take the form of hisses instead of 
eers. kt is not to be thought that the 
bulk of delegates will not be for Roose- 
Veli, for they are Roosevelt men, and he is 
popular throughout “the country, but the 
Jeaders ofthe delegations, the wheel-horses 
of the “organization, are sore and  dis- 
ntled,° : 

‘The ®@a80n for this is the assumption of 
@ictatorslip over all the affairs of the Re- 
Publican..party and the convention by 
President Roosevelt. Men who are his 

ends Say there never was a boss so arbi- 
trary ag@hevis. He has three or four confi- 
Gants with- whom he discusses politics; he 
issues orders to all the rest. There is no 
@ssumption of deference or politeness on 
Hoosevelt's part. he sends for men. tells 
them brusquely what he wants them to do. 
and bids them ‘good morning.” 

The President has attended to the 
Sinallest details of the éonvention. Noth- 
ing has escaped him, nothing has been 
left umarranged. He read Gov. Black’s 
He 
read also Root’s speech as temporary 

an and revised that, too. He 
practically wrote the draft of the plat- 
ferm which has been brought to Chica- 
me by Senator Lodge. He went over the 
seconding speeches word for word. 

“Senator Beveridge’s experience is a case 
in point. There are to be four or five sec- 
onding speeches after Black makes the 
nominating speech. Beveridge was selected 
to make one of the speeches, but no place 
Was assigned to him. It was intimated 
to Beveridge that it would be well for him 
to come second or third. One of the speak- 
ets is to be a negro spellbinder whom 
President Roosevelt found somewhere. Bev- 
eridge did not relish the idea of speaking 
after the negro and some other orator not 
a5 well known as himself and he wrote a 
letter to the White House suggesting that 
it would please him if he could make the 
firet seconding speech. 

He receiyed a letter from Secretary Loeb 
Sraciously informing him that the Presi- 
dent; has decided that he could make the 
first seconding speech, but continuing to 
@ay that it was the President's desire that 
Senator Beveridge should express the ideas 
that followed. Thereupon Mr. Loeb’s letter 
told -the senator what he should Say and 
how he should say it. 

On the day this letter was written to 
Senator Beveridge an official statement 
Was given out at the White House that 
Beveridge would make the first seconding 
speech. The Chicago papers printed this 
Statement, which Was in an Associated 
Press dispatch, § 

Senator Seott of West Virginia and Post- 
master-Géneral Payne were in the lobby of 
the Auditorium Annex here a night or two 
ago. Scott. bought a Chicago paper and 
@aw the official White House announce- 
ment about Beveridge. He rushed over 
to Postmaster-General Payne and said: 

“Harry, read that quick,’’ pointing to the 
paragraph. 

“You.can read it,’ said Payne, 
hawen't my glasses with me.” 

Scott read the official statement with 
great declamatory effect, then he said: 


Objects to Orders 
Via Associated Press. 


“I am a good soidier in the ranks of the 
Republican party. I've been on the na- 
tional committee for many years. I am 
willing to take orders by jetter, by tele- 
gram, by telephone or by word of mouth, 
but, by George, it seems to me to be rub- 
bing it in to make them take them by 
Associated Press."’ 

That 4s a sample of the way’ President 
Roosevelt is running this convention, and 
the way he will run his campaign. He 
makes his decisions, and then tells them to 
the ‘committee. He has gone so far as to 
decide the seating arrangements. 

A number of editors of country Repub- 
YWean newspapers wrote him they were 
Qtraid Sergeant-at-Arms Stone would not 
give them adequate seats. The President 
immediately telegraphed Stone, demanding 
that the country editors be provided for, 
and Sic ne was obliged to turn his seating 
arrangements woside down in order to 
equeere in the weekly paper men. 

Beginning on Monday the President will 
have a direct telegraph wire from Chi- 
cago to the White House. He will send 
an operator named Lee, who is on the 
force of Secretary Cortelyou in the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, to work 
the wire from this end. Col. Montgomery 
of the White House telegraph force will 
be on the other end of the wire. This 
wire will be maintained day and night un- 
til the convention adjourns, and the Presi- 
Gent wilt direct the convention as abso- 
jute as if he were sitting in a room in 
the Coliseum.

been proposed had been objected to ‘by 
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what the President’s plan is. He is not so 
concerned about having Cortelyou conduct 
the coming campaign as he is in having 
Cortelyou keep in control of the machinery 
of the national organization for the next 
four years. This is the very point that 
causes all the row in the national com- 
mittee over Cortelyou’s selection. The 
committeemen say the President has an 
undoubted right to choose the man who 
shall run this campaign, but they deny him 
the right to retain for his own personal 
ends the control of the Republican national 
organization and all its machinery. 

They see in Cortelyou's selection a warn- 
ing that the President will be a candidate 
again in 1908 andy they want to stop that if 
they can. They are willing Cortelyou 
should be chairman of the executive com- 
mittee and .run the campaign, but they 
protest’ against his selection as national 
chairman. 

The President knows all this, but he has 
not wavered a particle. He looks rather 
contemptuously on the national committee. 
Most of the members of the committee are 
not his kind of politicians. He will insist 
on Cortelyou and the chances are that 
unless the revolt finds more support than 
the mere talk of the members Cortelyou’ 
will be chairman. 

The temper of the national committee 
was well exposed at the first meeting on 
Wednesday. This was a preliminary meet- 
ing, where routine was discussed and ar- 
rangements made for hearing the conteats. 
One of the President’s olosest friends on 
the committee said, after it was over, that 
very little was done besides protests 
against Cortelyou and plans to get some- 
body else for national chairman. 


Secretary Cortelyou 


Is a Democrat. 

Cortelyou is as.much a Democrat as any- 
thing. He was appointed stenographer in 
the office of the fourth assistant postmas- 
ter-general, Robert F.. Magwell, as a Dem- 
ocrat, went to the White House to be ste- 
nographer to President Cleveland, as a 
Democrat, and if he has changed his poll- 
ties he did so when McKinley became 
President, and he was made assistant sec- 
retary to the President's private secretary, 
John Addison Porter. 

None of the national 
the party leaders know whether he has 
changed his politics or not. He has gone 
to Hempstead to vote regularly, and pre- 
sumably voted the Republican ticket, al- 
though the committeemen do not know 


that. 
He has a White House acquaintance 


with .a large number of politicians, but he 
has had no experience ‘in running large 
political campaigns, and they object to him 


on that score, also. 

fter Cortelyou was made secretary of 
oinauaeel aad labor, to which promotion 
nobody objected, for everybody acknowl- 
edged his great abluty anu everypouy ad- 
mires and likes the man, he became the 
close confidant and political adviser of the 
President. Within the last two months he 
has superseded Lodge and all the rest of 
the former intimates. 

He is about the. only man with whom the 
President talke without reserve. He knows 
all of Roosevelt's desires, aspirations and 
ambitions. He has a firm grasp of details 
and has kept the President fully informed 
as to political movements throughout the 
country. The President has the utmost 
confidence in hig judgment and will insist 
that he manage the campaign. The plans 
have already been made. In the 1900 cam- 
paign between $4,000,000 and $6,000,000 passed 
through the hands of Cornelius N. Bliss, 
tredburer of the Republican national qom-. 
mittee. This does not mean that this was 
all the money Hanna spent; it means that 
sum is on record. It was paid out on 
checks for presumably legitimate expenses. 


This Will Be a 


Bargain Campaign. 

The Presidént and Cortelyou have figured 
out that the campaign this year can be 
run for $1,600,000 ov $2,000,000-at the outside, 
and Cortelyou expects to get and spend 
that much money. He is not a man» who 
will have any dealings with politicians. He 


is a Caper tunes man who has been sed 
in the Washington atmosphere and has the 
natural tendencies of a civil service com- 
missioner. He is not in sympathy with the 
machine men. amd nothing can»bdbring him 
to apprec | 


committeemen or 


ate their point of view. 

The result will be that the campaign will 
be cepdmeted on a higher plane, heps, 
than thé’ Hanna campaigns, but the poll- 
ticlans have grave fears as to the outcome 
of thé direétion of such a man. 

One of the closest friends the President 
has in the country described him the other 
day as the “biggest boss the Republican 
party has‘ ever seen.”” He said he was 
more arbitrary than Thurlow Weed, more 
emphatic than Mark Hanna and mére opin- 
ionated than Roscoe Conkling. He said the 
President realizes that the politiclans are 
against him, but relies on his own u- 
larity. with .the ple to make the poli- 
ticlans afraid of him and force theni to be 
honest in their own campaign with him. 

As matters stand heré now. the old lead- 
ers are emeritus. The President has no 
intention of working with the men who 
formed the bulk of the Hanna machine, 
except to force them to do his bidding. He 
wants no advice from them. He expects 
them to take his orders and to carry them 
out. He will be the chairman of the na- 
tional committee, through Cortelyou, and 
he will keep close record of every man who 
has anything to de with the campaign. ~ 

If they fail him or prove traitors and he 
is elected he will treat them with scant 
“ourtesy..

The picture of Senator Hanna undoubt- 
edly will attract the greatest attention, 
not only from the delegates, but aiso from 
those of the pubiic fortunate enough to se- 
cure the and odd tickets which 
will be distributed by the committee on ar- 
rangements. This picture is a massive af- 
fair in a gilt frame, 15 feet deep and 6 or 8 
eet across. It is a remarkably good like- 
ness of Senator Hanna and is given the 
place of honor over the platform on which 


will sit the convention’ officials and the 
members of the national committee. 
The painting was made from the late 


senators favorite photograph of himselr. 
He is shown seated at his desk, his left 
hand oe easily on the arm of a chuir 
and the right supporting his chin. 

The picture was painted long before the 
senator's death, and with a purpose. It 
wae the original intention that the picture 
should be displayed at the right moment. 
in an effort to stampede the delegates to 
him. Everything was in readiness for the 
coup when Senator Hanna. died. It had 
been anned that the many prominent 
Republicans who favored the nomination of 
Senator Hanna instead of President Roose- 
velt should, on 4 given night, place in 
front of their places of business gigantic 


signs bearing the name “Marcus 4A. 
Hanna.”’ 
Their plans were all knocked into a 


cocked hat by ‘Hanna's death and now the 
picture only serves to remind the econven- 
tion of the man who at one time was the 
directing head of the party. 

By actual count about the Coliseum to- 
day there were about twenty-eight pictures 
of Senator Hanna and two of Roosevelt, 
and one of the latter was a gigantic poster, 
while the other was a small half-tone rest- 
ing in a frame on the desk of an official of 
the place. The absence of photographs or 
even lithographs of President Roosevelt. 
the candidate, is being commented on by 
the delegates and alternates who have ar- 
rived. 


Coliseum Arangements 
for Delegates’ Comfort. 


The most elaborate arrangements have 
been made for the comfort of the delegates 
while they are in the Coliseum, a massive 
structure, built wholly of stone, stvel, 
glass and cement. An inclined floor hag 
been built upon which the 96 delegates will 
be seated. Faney little posts, with the 
state emblazoned in black ink, with a pink 
border, will be distributed throughout the 
sections in which the delegates sit. Space 
has been reserved for the alternates imme- 
diately behind the delegates. : 

The officers of the convention wili be up- 
on a stage, raised about 4 feet above the 
floor level. Leading to it is a carpet. of 
royal purple, and even the press seats have 
red carpets ad over the flooring. 
Chutes have been provided for the news- 
paper men to eend copy to the telegraph 
operators, who will be located under the 
stage at such a distance that the clicking 
of the instruments will in no wise affect the 
proceedings of the convention.

They 
have all been thoroughly drilled; spaces will 
be kept clear around all the standpipes for 
emergency use.

_ Will Advance. 


At a meeting of the Southern Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association during the past 


week, according to Mr. J. H. Ful.erton, 
president of the Chicago Lumber and Cval 
Vo., it Was voted to curtail the output of 
yellow pine until the labor situation ad- 
justed itself. There is no profit to the 
manufacturers, he says, under present con- 
ditions. A very material advance in con 
quence is expected within the next 60 day 

The Southern Lumber Manufacturers 
Association,’ gaid Mr. Fullerton, ‘‘has an 
exhibit at the World’s Fair in the Fores- 
try building, where they have demonstrated 
that yellow pine is second to no other class 
of timber-for finishing purposes, and in fur- 
ther view of this fact the manufacturers 
feel that the price of this materia! should 
be considerably enhanced, and fee! satisfied 
that such will be the case when the know!- 
edge becomes universal that yellow pine 
can be used with as good-or better effect 
than the most costly woods for finishing 
the most palatial residences. 

“It is a regrettable fact that many peo- 
ple are not aware that yellow pine can be 
used in finishing the most expensive dwell- 
ings with a more pleasing effect than al- 
most any other kind af wood—without ref- 
erence to the price that may be paid for it. 

“From an architectural standpoint and 
as an exhibition of fine finishing wood, 
there is certainly nothing on the Exposition 
grounds that compares with it, and we are 
to be congratulated that we have at our 
very doors such an admirable finishing 
wood in almost unlimited supply and at 
very moderate prices. ‘ 

“This should be an era of very active 
operation in building, and we feel satisfied 
that when-the public realizes that they can 
hnish their most expensive homes with yel- 
:ow pine at a limited cost, compared with 
many hardwoods, it will become popular, 
as it enables beilders to finish their houses 
in a style which heretofore has required 
expensive woods.”’

{ STATEMENT OF SECY. SHAW 
AFTER VIEWING THE FAIR. 


‘It for me to say 
that the Louisiana Purchase Ikxposi- 
tion is the greatest show on earth, 

that was ever produced or that 

will ever be attempted. The work 
that has been done is more than pro- 
digious. Twelve hundred acres of 
timber land has been graded, piped, 
sewered, wired and {mproved to equal 
a city ‘of 12,000 inhabitants, and in 
two years. 

“One can see the Exposition ina 
day’ or two, but no one can se the 
Exposition thoroughly in 30 days. 

‘Any father of a bright boy can af- 
ford to send him simply to study any 
at least a thousand exhibits. It 
better for the boy 
to study any one of the thousand 
than to attempt to study the thou- 
sand. I spent a few minutes at the 
weather bureau. ‘They were not pre- 
dicting what would occur, but re- 
cording the existing conditions. The

National Medical Body Will Hold Its

toga Springs. 


. The National Eclectic Medical Associa- 
tion, as a body, has formally put itself on 
record as in favor of the bath for the hu- 
man animal. 

It took this action yesterday when, in 
full convention assembled, it put the ban 
of its @sapproval upon the theory of Dr. 
John Dill Robertson of Chicago, that man 
should not bathe, but should keep clean by 
aes his underclothing every morn- 
ng. 

The association adopted a resolution con- 
demning Dr. Robertson’s interview in Fri- 
Gay's Post-Dispatch, wherein he explained 
his theory, but before it got the resolu- 
tion through ft experiemced one of the 
stormiest debates of its existence. The 
resolution as finally adopted reads: 

“Resolved, That the convention as a 
whole condemns the interview given by 
Dr. Robertson in one of the afternoon pa- 
pers."’ 

The debate which preceded the passage 
of the resolution was at times close to bit- 
terness. There were not many adherents 
of Dr. Robertson’s theory in the conven- 
tiom but there were others who thought 
he had a right to his own opinion in the 
matter Without asking the convention for 
permission to express it. But the resolu- 
tion got through, and is a part of the min- 
utes of the convention. 

As was fully told in Dr. Robertson’s in- 
terview in the Post-Dispatch Friday; he 
believes that frequent bathings of the 
body exposes it to attack by pneumonia 
and kindred diseases, and he holds that 
bathing is also unnecessary, as the desired 


end of cleanliness can be just as wel] at- 
tained by dailv changes of underwear.

After seeing more than half of his con- 
gregation die before his eyes, Pastor 
Haas lay on his bed today and sighed out 
his firm faith in the goodness and mercy 
of God.

Sixteen bodies were recovered 
today. The majority of these were taken 
from a pocket a short distance from North 
Brothers’ island that was discovered to- 
day by Diver Gilligan. Gilligan found a 
great mass of tangled bodies. He declared 
there were at least 50 and began work im- 
mediately to raise them. None found in 
this place had been burned, but moet their 
death by drowning. 

The missing bodies will be taken up as 
rapidly as the divers can work, and, when 
the tide slackens, they will be raised with 
the greatcst possible expedition, so that it 
will be more than probable that as fast 
as the bodies of victimes are taken for

Fathers and mothers who have lost 
children drag wearily through the 
streets after unavailing search for their 
dead, hoping to hear news. from some 
of the pathetic little groups gathered 
in the streets. A majority of the fam- 
ilies belong to a thrifty German element 
with closely knit communal ties. Bach 
is known more or less intimately to the 
Other and for this reason families min- 
gled prayers of thankfulness for escape 
with supplications for a lightening of 
the sorrow of dear friends who mourn 
their dead. 

It is no unusual sight to see men and 
women with tears streaming down their 
cheeks. Around the disconsolate cluster 
little groups of sympathizers. Poilgnant 
outbursts of grief are not infrequent. 
Most marked is the unusual quiet of the 
parish. It is noticeable in the morning 
and evening hours when the toilers set 
forth and returned from their work. 
Silently and with impressive order the 
throngs moved through the thorough- 
fares of the parish.

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INCIDENTS OF GREAT 
STEAMER CATASTROPH 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—Perhaps the most 
remarkable case in the many appalling ex- 
ee who were on the Slocum 
was that of Miss Clara Hartman, who was 
picked up for dead, towed behind a boat 
for several miles wrapped in a tarpaulin 
and tagged as dead and then recovered | 
consciousness at the Alexander avenue 
police station. 

A woman searching among the dead for 
a relative noticed that the girl was breath- 
ing and called en ambulance surgeon who 
found that there were signs of life. After 
the surgeon had worked over her for half 
an hour she opened her eyes, and she was 
then hurried to the Lincoln Hospital. There 
it was found that the girl had been severely 
burned, but tnat she might recover. She 
could remember nothing of the awful events 
of the duy. * 

The body of Miss Hartman was picked up 
by one of the fleet of rescuing boats which 
was already filled with a cargo of dead. 
There beng no spac» for the body of Miss 
Hartman, it was fastened to a rope and 
towed astern of the launch and was lifted 
tu a pier on the Miunnatiian side of the 
river. On the wharf a man coming from 
a neigh>ori.g coal yard, carryvwg a tar- 
paulin, wrapped Miss Hartman in the sheet 
and helped tw place her in line with the 
row of dead. One of the several vehicles 
pressed into service for the transporta- 
fon of the dead froma the docks to the 
station houses conveyed Miss Hartman to 
the Alexander station, where the unknown 
woman made the discovery that lUfe still 
existed. 

At the hospital {t was stated that Miss 
Ilartman was improving. 


MANY WERE INSURED. 


Practically every adult and most of the 
children who died in the disaster were in- 
sured in one of the three big companies 
which control the industrial insurance of 
New York City-—the John Hancock, the 
Prudential, or the Metropolitan. None of 
these companies is able to say today ‘how 
great its loss will be 

At the office of the John Hancock In 
Union square, J. E. Brown, superintendent, 
said he expected claims from a hundred or 
more deaths for sums ranging from $100 
to $700 each. He says 30 claims were filed 
before 19 o'clock this morning, but It would 
be at least a week before a full total could 
be submitted. 

The Metropolitan people, where 17 claims 
were presented, told a similar story, as 
did an official of the Prudential. 


MADE DUMB BY GRIEF.

Conflicts of Jurisdiction With the 
American Bishops Made Him 
° Desire to Resign.

ROME, June 18.—The Apostolic Delegate 
in the United States, Monsignor Falconio, 
has forwarded to propaganda a long re- 
port embodying his personal views on the 
complications caused by the frequent con- 
flicts of jurisdiction arising between the 
American bishops and the apostolic dele- 
gate. 

Although he directly represents the Pope, 
the report says his authority is not well 
defined in his mandate, and many of the 
American Bishops have on several occasions 
interpreted unwarranted interference 
the action taken by the apostolic delegate 
in their diocese, under instruction from 
Rome. Monsignor Falconio insists that un- 
less the extent of the jurisdiction be prop- 
erly defined, his position in Washington 
would become aboslutely untenable, and 
he would prefer to resign rather than to 
return to America under the circumstances. 

It is reported here that Monsignor Fal- 
conio may not return to Washington, but 
that he will be succeeded by Monsignor 
Guidi, the present apostolic delegate in the 
Philippine Islands, who is expected to re- 
turn to Rome by way of the United States 


next month. -In case the resignation of 
Monsignor Falconio be acted upon, Mon- 
signor Guidi. wil be asked to remain in 
Washington as apostolic delegate when he 
oes there next month to confer with the 

-resident and with the secretary of war 
about church matters in the archipelago. 

At the instagce of the American bishops, 
who sent a collective letter to the vatican, 
through Monsignor Falconio, the Pope hag 
decided that the recent decree re ulating 
the music in churches shall not be literally 
enforced in the United States. 

The American bishops had ‘urged that the 
absolute exclusion of women from the 
choirs would, in many cases, be absolutely 
impracticable. Instructions will soon be 
sent to America, making the adoption of 
exclusively Gregorian music obligatory 
only in cathedrals and in churches conduct- 
ed by religious orders, and these alone will 
a forbidden to retain women in their 
choirs,

WOMAN'S CONGRESS 


Count Von Hohensbroeck’s Charge of 
Inconstancy Is Resented by Sev- 
eral Suffrage Speakers. 


PRAISE FOR THE AMERICANS 


Overflow Meetings Held at Final Ses- 
sions and Speakers Repeated 
Talks in Second Hall. 


BERLIN, June 18.—Count von Hohens- 
broeck, the well-known political writer, 
created a sensation today at the session 
of the women’s congress. When the fourth 
section, which was discussing woman suif- 
rage, had completed the list of program 
Speakers it threw the subject open to 
discussion. 

Von Hohensbroeck asked permission to 
speak and criticised the delegates to the 
congress for accepting invitations to gar- 
den parties, those of Chancellor and 
Countess von Buelow and Interior Secre- 
tary and Countess von Posadowsky-Weh- 
ner, immediately after the government had 
declared that it would not accept the wom- 
an suffrage amendment to the law creating 
boards of apbitration for merchants and 
their employes. 

Von Hohensbroeck said the women should 
have politely informed the ministers that 
they were unable to accept such courtesies 
under the circumstances. 

“The secretary of the interior,’’ said Von 
Hohensbroeck, ‘‘snubbed the suffrage 
movement, but gave you strawberries and 
cream,”’ 

Fraulein Freudenberg of Munich, who 
presided, instantly repelled the count’s 
criticdlams and later Fraulein Helene Lange 
returned to the subject and said the ad 
vocates of women's rights hoped to have 
an opportunity to meet their direct enemies 
socially and explain their views. 

The congress closed this afternoon with 
an enormous meeting. The Philharmonic 
hall was overfilled and a large overfiow 
meeting was held in an adjacent hall, 
where the speeches made in the Philhar- 
monic hall were repeated. The ‘eading 
speaker in the main hall was Mrs. Pe rkins 
Gilman, who discussed Prof. Lester F. 
Ward's theory of the biological origin of 
sex, according to which female became the 
established type prior to the male. Mrs. 
Gilman turned the theory to account, dis- 
cussing in a brilliant way the relations be- 
tween the sexes today, claiming that so0- 
ciety will not be perfect till woman par- 
ticipates in all human interests equally 
with men, 

Helene Lange discussed the 
aims of the woman's movement. 

Lady Aberdeen, preseen of the In- 
ternational Council, cordially thanked 
the German organizers for the splendid 
success of the congress.

can Derby at Washington Park today. 

L. B.. Dickerson’s Woodson, one of the 
long shots in the race, was second, half a 
length in front of John A. Drake's Rapid 
Water. English Lad, favorite before the 
race, was fourth, hopelessly beaten, al- 
though he was coming strong at the end. 
The time—2:33—equals the best time ever 
made for this event. The Picket won last 
year’s derby in exactly the same time. 

Today's race was as exciting as any ever 
run in the great classic. The East broke 
the ice for the first time in the history of 
the event and the eastern turfmen were 
rewarded for the many thousands of dol- 

Jars they have spent in trying to capture 
the rich prize. W. M. Scheftel, owner of 
the winner, is a Well street broker, and 
this is the first year he has figured prom- 
inently on the turf. It was due to his 
trainer, “‘Bud’’ May, that the colt was 
shipped West, as he was not considered 
good enough this spring to measure stridcs 
with such western stars as English Lad 
and Moharib. : 

The Derby which went to Highball was a 
great event, without betting on the result. 


No Betting for 
First Time. 

For the first time in the history of the 
event the betting ring today was without 
bookmakers. There was some petting, of 
course, but it was without the knowledge of 
the 300 policemen scattered over the grounds 
in command of Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler. There were policemen every- 
where—in the stand, in the paddock, in the 
betting ring, on the lawn and in the infield. 
Private detectives made up the rest of the 
army of 800 that were at the track to en- 
force the law and prevent betting. None, 
however, was necessary, as there was 
practically no attempt to violate the law. 
Any bets that were made were handled 
gecretly. It was a pencil mark on the cuff 
or a scrawl on @ program. Usually the bet- 
ting was transacted by signals. This sys- 
tem, however, went only for the big bettor 
known to those adventurous enough to 
even whisper a suspicion of odds. As for 
the man of: limited means, there was no 
chance for him today, and as a result he 
saved his money.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Amid the rousing 
cheers of 35,000 persons, John A. Drake's 
Ort Wells easily captured the $20,000 Tidal 
stakes, one mile and a quarter, at Sheeps- 
head Bay today.

Although Mr. Folk has not said definitely that he will 
refuse to run for the governorship ona ticket contaiming 
unfit candidates—men who represent what he has fought 
and who fought all that he represents—yet he has vigor- 
ously and plainly declared that he will be profoundly 
disappointed if men of this stripe are nominated by the 
Democratic state convention.

HE SCHOOLMASTER FROM NEBRASKA. 
Frém the New York World. " : 
Mr. William J. Bryan, who led the Democracy to defeat 
in his own state, county and town, and who has won the 
imperishable distinction af being the only Democratic 
Presidential candidate since the birth of the Republican 
party to lose New York City, has been good emough to 
write a letter instructing New York Democrats in their 
political dyties. He objects to “the burglarious methods 
which are now being employed to foist upon the party a 
speechless candidate and a meaningless platform.” 

By “burglarious methods" Mr. Bryan means the orderly 
choice of delegates in one great state after another by the 
spontaneous wil! of Democrats tired of disaster and dis 
grace. 

“A speechicss candidate,’ of course, would be an ahomaly. 
The term does not describe Judge Parker, however, for he 
is neither a candidate nor speechless. His opinions on the 
most important issues of the day are on record in his judi- 
cial decisions. He has declared, for instance, that combina- 
tions in restraint of trade are illegal under the common 
law, amd not merely by statute, and he has laid down thie 
respective rights of labor and capital with the utmost 
precision. The World has thought that he might well say 
something with special reference to the coming campaign, 
but the sight of the Bryan geyser in continuous eruption 
would make almost anybody appreciate the restfulness cf 
reticence. 

Judge Parker's reticence is based on a scruple of ‘udi- 
cial propriety which seems to us excessive; but which we 
are bound to respect. Mr. Bryan. who is color-blind to 
the very notions of propriety and delicacy, naturally sees 
in this reserve a sly attempt to deceive the public. He 
will learn better at St. Louls. The national convention 
will frame the party creed, and nobody will be able to 
say then that the Democracy has either “‘a speechless can- 
didate’’ or “a meaningless platform.”

Around it are the words “E Pluribus 
Unum, Deo Est Gloria,’ and around these, forming the rim 
of this side of the coin, are the words, ‘‘United States of 
America. Four Dol.’’ About fifteen years ago this coin 
was sent to Washington by the Merchants’ Exchange Pank 
of Milwaukee, but the only tnformation obtained was that 
the coin is genuine.

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é CLOCK TO RUN ABOUT 30,000 YEARS. 
From the Scientific American, 

A radium clock, which will keep time indefinitely, 
been constructed by Harrison Martindale of England. 

The clock comprises a small tube, in which is placed a 
minute quantity of radium supported in an exhausted glass 
vessel by a quartz rod. To the lower end of the tube, which 
is colcred violet by the action of the radium, an electro- 
scope formed of two long leaves or strips of silver is at- 
tached. 

“A. charge of electricity in which there are no beta rays 
is transmitted through the activity of the radium into the 
leayes, and the latter thereby expand until they touch the 
sides*@{ the vessel, connected to earth by wires, which in- 
stuntly COmduct the electric charge, and the leaves fall to- 
gether. 

This simple operation is repeated incessantly every two 
minutes until the radium is exhausted, which in this in- 
stance it is computed will occupy 30,000 years.

True, Munroe had some athletic training. 


He had boxed some, but in purely amateur 
bouts. He won a so-called club champion- 
ship of the Olympic Club of San Fran- 
cisco; not because he was clever, but be- 
cause his great strength put him beyond 
the power of all the other competitors in 
the club to overcome, He left ’Frisco and 
turned his hand to mining in the vicinity 
of Butte. At this hard work his great 
strength was vastly increased. 

Then came the fateful appearance of Jef- 
fries on the scene at Butte, the four-round 
exhibition bout, the knockdown and then 
the broad jump of Munroe into the cham- 
plonship class. 

The conditions to be met with fn the coth- 
ing battle have given much material for 
discussion to sporting men. As a boxer 
and ring general Munroe has much to 
learn. He is comparatively siow . to 
Jeffries, although he is believed to be the 
champion's equal in the two qualities of 
strength amd courage. He can also stand 
grueling punishment. 

Jeffries has the advantage of the trained 
fighter and the experience gained in many 
hard battles. He has in his recent contests 
shown a marked degree of skill as a boxer. 
In his last fight with Corbett, a past mas- 
ter in science, Jeffries astonished the spec- 
tators by the skill he displayed in staving 
off the rapid-fire blows of Corbett. ad- 
mittedly the cleverest boxer In the world, 
past or present. 

There seamed to be one condition that 
Jeffries had to meet—that was to fight 
Munroe. The big boiler maker had dis- 
posed of in regular order al] the fighters 
who had come his way. Hé seems invin- 
cible., The skill and terrific wallop of 
Fitzsimmons were as naught against the 
Siant frame of Jeffries. Sharkey was out- 
classed in every respect, when compared 
with the champion. His vitality seemed in- 
exhaustible. 


Corbett Could Not 


Daze Champion. 

The fastest though not the harvbest bat- 
tle he fought was with Corbett. which 
went 23 rounds. ‘The agile, catlike Cor- 
bett picked at the burly Jeffries for 23 
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Corbett were pounding upon an anvi! with 
a toy hammer. He could not be tired. 

Jeffries patiently waited 23 long rounds 
‘and then crash! over went that powerful 
right arm and all was over. The master of 
sclentific boxing went down and out. Af- 
ter he had delivered the blow Jeffries was 
as strong as when he entered the ring. 
He waited patiently for that opportunity, 
knowing well the result. 

Such is the man Munroe has to deal with 
on June 30, but vastly improved. As 
against Corbett, Jeffries seemed slow. He 
had not mastered the ndceties of ring gen- 
eralship as he has today. Quality to qual- 
ity the champion looks as though he will 
hold his title. Then again comes the con- 
sideration. 

Munroe can stand quite as much punish- 
ment as Jeffries. He is a tower'of strength. 
He has a blow that can put the champion 
out if it lands properly. Other mighty.

Variations Announced in Roads to Be 
Followed From New York 
to St. Louis. 


INTEREST IN RUN WIDESPREAD 


Entries Received From Massachusetts 
to California and From Wiscon- 
sin to Texas and Louisiana. 


With the return to New York of Au- 
gustus A. Post, chairman of the St. Louls 
tour committee of the American Automo- 
bile Association, from a trip over the mein 
and southern route from the eastern siates 
to &. Louis, several changes in those 
routes have been decided upon. In each 
case the change is made to obtain better 
roads for travel. 

An optional route is given from CTeve- 
land to Clyde, O., by way of Sandusky 
along the shore of Lake Erie. Under cer- 
tain weather conditions this may be pre- 
ferable to the route as planned, thrvuugh 
Elyria, Oberlin and Norwalk. 

Another optional route is from Chicag> 
to Jolict by way of the west bank of the 
Illinois river. This gives a choice of 
routes on elther side of the river. 


Make Detour 
at Effingham. 


A detour will be necessary at Effingham, 
Tll.. on the national highway. At that 
point the route will follow a road about 
two miles north of the highway to a point 
a few miles east of Vandalia. 

A detour in Indiana, from Indianapolis, 
passing south of Greencastle to Rockville, 
and thence to Terre Haute, will give a 
route, which, while 2 miles longer than the 
highway, is preferable. 

By turning south, at Springfield, O., an in- 
teresting route through Dayton, O., and 

Eaton can be obtained. The Gstance is 
abuvut ten miles further than by the na- 
tional highway. 

The route from Philadelphia has \ been 
changed to run through Reading and Har- 
risburg, instead of by way of York and 


Lancaster, as at first provided. It its also 
probable that an eptional route from Syra- 
cuse will be arranged, by means of which 
it will be possible to avoid the Montezuma 
marshes. 

Mr. Post says that reports from sec- 
tional conumitteeg all over the country are 
very gratitying. Interest in the tour, which 
starts in the sections from all parts of the 
United States in the latter part of July 
and converges at St. Louts on Aug. 10, is 
indicated Dy the constant receipt of let- 
ters of inquiry and requests of entry 
blanks. A _ significant fact is that many 
requests for blanks come from smal! cities 
and towns where there are no automobile 
clubs.

Outside temporary and *modorate reac- 
tions in price, due to shofts covering or 
pe ed operations on rainy weather prir- 
cipally, the trend of wheat values has 
been downward. Speculation ge 
vors the selling side, and though at times 
it becomes so near unanimous that it 
makes a cohgested condition that can only 
be and usually is relieyv by a clearance 
purchase on some ‘essive bullish in- 
formation, the lack of bull backing 
keenly fe:it when these surplus shorts are 
eliminated and the market soon takes up 
its downward course and bearish oper- 
ations are all the go again. It is notable 
that the average trader will not stand 
short when the market hardens on any- 
thing that looks bullish. There has been 
so much one-man @ combine manipula- 
tion that most traders. are in Mortal dread 
of being trapped and they run quickly .at 
the first whisper of manipulatiqn. This in 
itself weakens the market, the finish of 
their’ buing at once leaving it with “no 
support and a collapse following: It will 
not be surprising if prices go to a lower 
level than they should for that very rea- 
son. At any rate, they must go to a 
oint where actual consumption will pay 
he price.

Manipulatien ts predicted for July wheat 
in the St. Louis market. It may be the 
people who are long that option may be 
forced to attempt that method of specula- 
tion in defense of their position in the 
market. It wag attempted last year in the 
July option, and the price was pat up 
nearly 22c above its low-price level. The 
manipulator and his brekefs know what 
it did to them. Yet that month, owing to 
the knockout of the bottom crops by floods 
and the unusually heavy drafts made upon 
St. Louis territory for supplies by millers 
located in the shortecrop states of the 
Southeast, the receipts at the St. Louis 
market were only 1,748,000 bu, where 5,944,000 
bu came in during the same month of 1902. 
The stock of contract grade, too, increased 
only about 40.000 bu, and at the close of 
July was but 650,000 bu. Tis year the bot- 
tom crops are all there and will @irn out 
a bumper yield, Kentucky and Tennessee 
have raised the largest crops In years and 
their millers can draw upon home-grown 
supplies, and the movement by river to St. 
Louis promises to be as great as in 1902. 
The new wheat crop should move freely 
as soon as it is ready to be marketed. 
Farmers will hardly hold their wheat whéen 
they know that if they do not sell for July 
delivery they will have to accept 4c less for 
the next crop option—September. 
- 


How much cash wheat must 
dowm in price. when the new crop is on 
the sa e tables for sale is a question 
that is of decided interest to the trade 
both to the handler of the actual grain 
and the men of the pit. Spot No. 2 red 
sold as high as $1.10% on the 1903 crop, that, 
too, only a short time ago and though 
$1.10 for that grade was only obtainable for 
a few cars choice’ country of’ nearby 
rowth. to believe this price must be cut 
55c or more on a new crop basis is so radi- 
cal that many traders cannot see how it 
can be possible. The value of the old 
wheat is now working lower and as the 
new crop comes nearer it should continue 
to fall. but until heavy receipts swamp the 
market it cam hardly be expected that any 
great cut in price can be seen. Of course. 
a great deal depends upon the volume of 
offerings and the character of the demand. 
A wet harvest. in delaying the movement 
and rendering condition of he ge unfit 
for grading comtract. would make {ft easy 
sailing for manipulation for a time, at 
least. and sharp competition by outside 
and local mills and by exporters would 
have a bullish effect. But a wet harvest 
is a bridge we may not have to cross and 
milling or export competition isn’t prob- 
able et now, when we consider that 
neither millers or exporters have so far 
been able to effect sales for new crop ship- 


ment, save in a most insignificant way, 
compared with previous seasons.

By this time in an average year export- 
ers of both wheat and flour have entered 
into contracts for shipments to an exten- 
sive degree for future months, when the 
price of futures are at a safe export basis 
and the crop reasonably safe to move on 
time, their sales something enormous. 50 
far St. Louis millers have booked no export 
business of consequence, though some sales 
of 1000 to 2500-sack lots been made for July, 
August, September and October shipment. 
The basis of these small sales were from 
“vse over to flat July price. Wheat expor- 
ers claim new crop prices are still entirely 
too high to permit of business, and consid- 
ering that July wheat in Liver 1 is about 
884-c, their claims look good. These foreign 
markets continue to maintain an entirely 
independent attityde towards America. 
nothing sufficiently bullish in their crop or 
statistical situations having developed tw 
affect them. We need this foreign demand 
in our business, too, though we did manage 
to get along during the crop year of 1903-4 
on nearly half an average export. demand. 
Home requirements will not suffice for the 
crop year of 1904-5. This home demand is 
holding off for new crop prices, also, and 
sales of: flour for future ddlivery are so far 
very much below the average of previous 
years. Where made they probably are in 
the shape of a speculation. 


That shutting down of the large move- 
ment of corn from the country that was 
predicted in the Post-Dispatch of last Sun- 
day came to pean and as few bills lading 
have been coming in commission merchants’ 
mail this past week a further decrease in 
receipts should be seen. Whether smal] re- 
ceipts will have a strong bullish effect 
on the cash article and reactively on spec- 
ulation and the future market is a question 
for the coming week to show. There has 
not been recently any considerable demand 
from outside points for cash corn and 
large proportion of the buying has been ts 
go to store, even then quite a percentage of 
the offerings being carried over each day. 
It remains to be seen whether light offer- 
ings and higher prices will create bullish 
sentiment will affect the options. This 
sentiment has been in the dumps recently, 
so much so that a large line of July held 
here for a certain interest was dumped on 
the market.

TAES TEXAS HILLS 


Less Than 100 of Every 5000 Actes 


Said to Be Free From Cotton’s 
Arch Enemy.

MARSHALL, Tex., June’ 18.—The  bédli- 
weevil is not content with its ravages in 
Texas valleys and over the fertile plains.) 
It has taken to the hills and they are 
feeling: its blight. Hitherto the* ravages 
from the pest’in the counties west of the 
I. & GN. raflroad have been comparative- 
ly light. When crops have been devastated 
elsewhere this portion of the state has gen- 
erally escaped the ravage and profited by 
the -high prices fhe. decreased supply 
have created.

liamson, Burnet, Gillespie, Blarico and 
Llano has brought to light the fact that in 
various instances ali over this territory 
crops are being abandoned altogether ow- 
ing to the conceded hopelessness of ~the 
case.

CHICAGO'S AICHEST 
CHINESE MARE 


Chin Fon Foin’s Wedding Celebration 
to Be Made Memorable by Cut- 
ting 400 Queues. 


@HICAGO, June 18.—Chin Fon Foin, the 
richest Chinaman in Chicago and generally 
believed to be the wealthiest Mongolian in 
the United States, will tomorrow begin the 
celebration of the first ‘“‘Chinese honey- 
moon” ever held in this city in accordance 
with the established rites of the ancient 
empire. 

In addition there is to be a queue-cutting 
function, which is intended to establish for 
the first time in America the new ‘‘Chinese 
Empire Reform Association,’ of which Chin’ 
Fon Foin is the president. . 

Four hundred queue-wearing Chinamen of 
Chicago, 45 from Milwaukee, 17 from S8t. 
Louis, 11 from Louisville, 2 from Cincin- 
nati, 4 from Evansville. Ind., 11 from De- 
trolit, and nearly 200 others from various 
small cities of the middle west, have signi- 
fied their desire to participate in the queue- 
cutting ceremonies. 

Chin Fon Foin and his beautiful young 
Chinese wife occupy a suite of rooms at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. Mrs. Chin has since 
her coming early in May affected the 
American style of dress, but during the 


honeymoon celebration she will wear the 
gorgeous robes of the flowery kingaom. 

bo far as American observances are con- 
cerned Mr. and Mrs. Chin Fon Folin are not 
married at all. They got no license from 
the San Francisco authorities; they used 
none of the services of judge or priest. 
The nuptial ceremony was made effective 
and final by the presentation of the signe: 
consents of the parents and relatives of 
Chin Fon Foin and his bride-to-be. The 
ceremonials consisted of a “three-day ban-~ 
quet’"’ and the subsequent fact that Chin 
took his bride to his house. 

Chin Fon Foin wears no queue, He owns 
tea stores in San Francisco, in Denver, in 
Kansas City, in New York, and in Clar 
street, Chicago. He is also the accr¥dited 
agent for 2% factories in his native land. 
lie is in control of the distribution of 
wines, preserves and especially Chinese 
preparations such as are used in cafes. for 
nearly 40 Chinese firms. He owns the lease 
of the building at Clark and Van Buren 
streets and is recognized gmong Chicaga 
Chinamen as the richest, niost progressive 
and influential man of the race in Chicago.

The conditions poverning the securities 
market at the present time have many 
features strikingly similar to those existing 
four years ago just:previous to the presi- 
dential election. Money then as now was 
piling up all over the country and rates as 
at present were, extremely low... The great 
strike in the coal fields was in pro ress, 
and in this respect the labor troubles: at 
that time were far more critical than those 
existing at present. 
The promise of a good wheat crop in the 
nortitwest was exceedingly poor at that | 
time, and the final “harvest showed a very 
small crop, while at present all indications 
point to an exceedingly good one. - 
Stocks then as now were cheap when 
considered on a basis of investment rate, 
and the public then, as now, absolutely re- 
fused to enter the market. Business at that 
time was not exceedingly good afd the se- 
curities: markets had only just recovered 
from the effects of the sharp break in 
prices of the preceding winter, and now 
they are only slightly recovering from a 
period of protracted liquidation. 
True, at that time the over-capitalization 
of the last four year has not taken place. 
and during this time concerns that were 
not on a sgund basis have gone down in 
some instances to failure and reorganita- 
tion, but the leading corporations then and 
now have stood the test of a minor depres- 
sion, although in sorae cases dividends 
have been cut or suspended. And the 
question arises at this time whether or not 
the enormous developments constantly tak- 
ing place, the prospects of bountiful crops, 
the inestimable resources of this country, 
will not eventually be such as to place 
the business of the community on such a 
sis as to warrant the high !fncreases in 
capital that have taken place tn the last 
four years. 

If such is the case the similarity in con- 
ditions and market movements which now 
exist, as compared to that period, may. be 
expected to continue, and ultimately the 
present dullness pass away for more ac- 
tivity and higher prices. 

The favorable weather that has been the 
chief boom to the business of the traction 
companies still continues and the increase 
in the number of World's Fair passengers 
carmed has been steadily growing and it 
is intimated that the earnings of these 
companies will show. reeord-breaking fig- 
ot for the balance of the summer and 
all. 

Prices on the local exchange have shown 
little signs of animation the past week 
and the sales have been of very moderate 
volume, although prices on the entire list 

ave been fairly well maintained. 

The traction issues after the effect of the 
good May statement wore off, showed 
signs of profit taking and after sales at 
the high point In the earlier sessions sold 
off fractionally and closed the week at 
Slightly lower figures. 

The first sale of United Railways pre- 
ferred at Monday's session was made at 
$58 for 10 shares. but later prices feund 
this — selling at $57.62%, with $57.50 
bid and offérings at $57.75. Only one sale 
of Transit was recorded and that late in 
the week, 35 shares selling at the frac- 
tional decline of % from the preceding 
purchase.

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Mysterious Society of Women Gath- 
ers From Far and Near to 
Celebrate.

Figure Seven Is Their Mascot and 


Their Badges Are Seen 
Everywhere.

—almost every woman oné met wore a tiny 
golden star, symbol of the order, and a 
white satin badge marked in golden letters

The clan had gathered from everywhere 
to meet at the Missouri State Bullding, 
where in the auditorium the exercises took 
place. 

The P. E. O. Bisterhood occupies a unique 
position in the ranks of women’s clubs, in- 
asmuch as it is a national institution within 
itself, and is the largest exclusive woman's 
secret organization in the world. The fact 
that the order has surrounded itself with 
that great and indefinable halo of mystery 
has given rise to more or ‘less conjecture 
upon the subject among the non-affiliated, 
But P. B. O.’s are found always ready to 
Maintain that ther cabalistic laws. are 
prompted by the very best and highest of 
motives, the truth of which cannot be 
doubted if ‘“‘outward acts indicate inward 
secrets."’ The principle of secrecy, of ourse, 
is by no means a new one. A due reverence 
for the subtle harm of mystery has pre‘ 
vailed since earliest times and accounted 
for secret societies of primitive days, as 
well as of the present. Perhaps the matter 
of wonder, therefore, (who knows?) is not 
so much that six thouasnd P. E. O.’s should 
be devoted to some mysterious element, 
that they should be able to preserve con- 
tinued silence upon the subject- Indeed, 
the words “‘secret’’ and ‘‘woman” are said 
to have been regarded as antagonistic 
terms. But if such an amazing belief ever 
did exist, it was prior to 1869, the birth year 
of P. E. 0.-dom. At that time the P. E. O 
order was founded at Mount Pleagant, Io, 
by seven oollege girls who were warm 
friends. For several years they had been 
associated together in school work, and 
when the final and dreaded moment of part- 
ing came, they suddenly conceived the idea 
of forming themselves into an organization 
that should henceforth be governed by the 
code of rules that had almost unconsciously 
been binding them together. In carrying 
out this design they at once became the 
nucleus of a great sisterhood whose size 
and strength has undoubtedly su rpassed 
even their brightest initial dreams of it. 
While the scope of the work has broadened 
with the tremendous growth in membership 
the underlying principles remain the same 
as at first. 

In remembrance of the P E oO. pleiades, 
the figure seven is much in evidence in P. 
E. O. affairs, and is regarded as somewhat 
of @ mascot number. Seven, at least, are 
required to constitute a local chapter. 
There must be seven chapters, at least, in 
a@ state before a grand chapter can be 
organized. And the official board of each 
local and grand chapter, as well as the su- 
preme grand chapter, is composed of seven 
officers. 

The national assembly yesterday was 
called to order by the drop of a beautiful 
gavel that is an historic one belonging to 
Missouri P. E. O.'s. It is very ingeniously 
made of seven blended varieties of native 
wood, each one of which was contributed 
by an officer of the first official board of 
Missouri Grand Chapter, organized in 1894. 

The official magazine of the order is the 
P. E. O. Record, published mont&ly at 
Osceola, Io. This independent periodical, 
established in 1888, is devoted wholly to 
the interests of the sisterhood. It is sup- 
ported by the Supreme Grand Chapter and 
furnished to each P. E. O. 

A matter of great pleasure and pride to 
the membership at large is a “P. E. O. 
History’’ that has just been compiled and 
published. It is in condensed form and 
was designed especially to preserve for fu- 
ture historians much reliable information 
and statistics that might otherwise have 
grown obscure. It contains a @ketch of 
every chapter, with an outline of its work, 
and gives biographies and half-tone illus- 
trations of past and present presiding offi- 
cers of state and supreme grand chapters 
and other prominent P. E. O.'s. In addi- 
tion to its interesting contents, this dainty 
volume icarries out the color of the order 
in ite white cover lettered in gold. 

Speculations as to the meaning of P. E. 
QO. are many and of wide range. Occasion- 
ally some brother-in-law declares that the 
letters must signify ‘‘pretty every one,"’ or 
some regular banquet guest flatters him- 
self they Stand for “perpetual eating or- 
der,"’ while some analytic observer will 
interpret them into “press ever onward’’ 
or “progressive every one.’’

HE mysterious disap-

It is believed that some espe- 
cially adept female criminal presenting 
the appearance of a woman of fashion 
is. operating at the World’s Fair, assist- 
ed, probably, by several confederates 
equally high-class in the under-world. 
In a few instances the losses sustained 
have been promptly reported to the po- 
lice, and vizorous, though thus far futile, 
efforts have been made to get on the 
track of the guilty person. Oftener, how- 
ever, exhibitors have said nothing. rely- 
ing on inereased vigilance to prevent a 
repetition of the thefts. The work of the 
unknown thieves has been characterized 


by a shrewd knowledge of the value at- 


taching to the articles stolen and by the 
utmost skill in purloining them without 
exciting suspicion on the part of those 
in charge or of others in the vicinity. 

So expertly has the work been done, 
indeed, as to make the police believe that 
the- best resources at the command 
of fashionable shoplifters have 
brought into exercise. Whoever is com- 
mitting the thefts, the Exposition au. 
thorities argue, is most completely an: 
eunningly equipped. It is known that 
all sorts of ingenious shoplifting contriv- 
ances have been used by noted wonmien 
soriminals in London, Paris and New 
York, and it is believed that one or more 
of these women are now at work in St.

It is certain they were stolen in the 
presence of hundreds of sight-seers, a trick of 
thievery calling for more than the possession 
of exceedingly light fingers and swift nerve- 
netion. For the articles thus. stolen must not 
only be whisked from their lawful abiding place 
in a flash; they must be secreted in the same 
instant in some cunning receptacle - especially 
designed for the purpose. 

There are some especially beautiful examples 
of native cabinet work in the Chinese building. 
Quaint bits of furniture made of rare woods and 
deftiy inlaid with gold, silver and mother-of- 
pearl are the most admired of this collection.

| McLane of Baltimore 
was buried, the grave 
closed over the body 
of a man whose tragic 
exit caused a more 
puzzling mystery than 

Baltimore has had for many years. 

He had won the reputation of having 
the best 
state’s attorney the city ever had. 

At 36 he was the mayor of a large city. 
He had shown the metal he was made of 
by filling the municipal officers with men 
he believed the best fitted for them, resist- 
ing the importunities and threats of the 
party managers. 

He had just been married, overcoming 
parental opposition, to the beautiful 
‘woman he had been courting a number 
of years, and his marriage had won the 
verdict among his friends of being ‘‘the 
wisest act of his administration.”’ 

He was happy in his home surround- 
ings and the most difficult problems in 
the matter of the upbuilding of the city 
after the fire had been worked out, so 
that was freer to enjoy his honey- 
moon when he went on that fateful 
Decoration Day from his bride’s room 
to his own, and there, without ‘premoni- 
tion, sent a bullet into his brain.

“When I asked Mrs. McLane why she felt a 
sense of oppression and fear and would not open 
the door of the dressing room,” said Coroner 
Hayden, “she replied that she did not know. 
The mayor, she said, appeared to be in a happy 
and light-hearted mood. She never dreamed 
that he thought of suicide, and yet a feeling 


‘that she could not explain came over her and 


frightened her.” 

Mrs. McLane told her story frankly 
though terribly distressed, gave every evidence 
of telling all she knew. All the coroners, 
pital physicians and surgeons agree that the 
nature of the wound and the direction of the 
bullet are unmistakable. evidence of suicide. 

The bullet entered the right temple and came 
out above and behind the left ear. The scorched 
flesh showed that the pistol had been held close 
to the head, just as is invariably done by people 
committing suicide. Such a wound could not 
have been made had the pistol gone off while 
the mayor was handling it. 

One of the few physicians who holds to the 
accident theory is Dr. Claude Van Bibber, 2» 
brother-in-law of Mrs. McLane, who differs in 
that respect with all the other physicians. A- 
suming, then, that he did commit suicide, the 
question arises: Was he sane when he fired the 
shot?
